In view of these statements, Dr. 
J.°M, Henry who is Pxesident of 
the College, and I, attempted «to 
reach Shameen to find out for our- 
selves how mattdrs: stood, but we 
were unable to get any launch or 
boat, “The Council sent: some five 
senjor teachers, who hud not been 
present in the procession, to make 
‘further investigation’ and to re~ 
port as to Lhe killed and wounded. 

When thege returned, the, Presi- 
dent and I‘called meeting of the 
Council, consisting of somd five}: 
Chinese, four Americans and my- 
self, and the, messengers. who had 
returned corroborated in, Wery 
detail the reports | ‘previously re- 
ecived, As a result of -further 
discussion in tha Council, » Com- 
mittee of Chinese, with the Presi-.
